(6.) — COUNTY OF CORK. 

IN this county there has not been a defaulting Treasurer for the last twenty-five years. In the 
course of the last year the present Treasurer furnished (in compliance with an order of the Grand 
Jury) a detailed account, for the purpose of exhibiting the component parts of the balance in his 
hands, which appeared to the credit of the county, and distinguishing every presentment for the 
last twenty-six years, which bad been for the whole or for any part thereof unaccounted for or 
unapplied ; and a minute examination of this account having taken place, by a committee selected 
by the Grand Jury at Spring assizes 1821, a report was made thereon at the last Summer assizes, 
which was ordered tc be printed, and will be found attached to the schedules of the presentments of 
that assizes, which have been already forwarded, in order to be laid before Parliament; and I have 
now the honour to forward a duplicate of the same, whereby it will appear that there were not any 
balances left unpaid in the hands of the Treasurer of sums which had been duly accounted for, but 
that, on the contrary, be had marie himself responsible for sundry savings on presentments, which 
had not been expended in full, and which were represented at the last assizes iu aid of the grants 
then made. The only balances therefore that have been left unpaid in the hands of the Treasurers 
of this county, must consist of the sums which were not accounted for at the assizes succeeding the 
grant of the presentment, and which consequently appeared undischarged on the quere books, and 
3uch portions of the sums presented for the support of the public establishment as may not have 
been required in the intervals between each assizes.
